‘KID FROM ARKANSAS' 
RETURNS TO U. S. 

WEST DHAYTON RAF STA¬ 
TION, ENGLAND, — America’s un¬ 
official “ambassador” of square 
dancing good will to England — 
Air Force S/Sgt, Cal Golden, “The 
Kid from Arkansas” was given a 
farewell send-off to the U. S* re- 
rently by 800 of his British fans at 
a big jamboree in his honor in 
Drill Hall, London, England, 
Golden, who was rated as one of 
America's top professional square 
dance callers before he left for a 
three-year tour of duty with the 
7th Air Division of the U. S. Air 
Force in England, has returned to 
the U. S. 

During his spare time, over 
weeknds, and on holidays, Golden 
devoted his time to popularizing 
the robust art of do-cey-do in the 
land where some of the basic steps 
of square dancing originated many 
years ago. 

He organized classes and taught 
steps for beginning dancers, con¬ 
ducted clinics for elementary and 
advanced callers, emceed jambo¬ 
rees, and enthusiastically sang his 
calls in places ranging from West¬ 
minster Cathedral Hall and the 
swank Savoy Hotel to a 550-year 
old barn in Essex. 

He also organized dances for 
the benefit of such welfare agen¬ 
cies as the Air Force Aid Society, 
England’s Home for the Blind, 
and orphanages. 

Sergeant Golden, who once 
called to 15,000 square dancers 
and 85,000 spectators at one time 
during the mammoth Santa Mon¬ 
ica, Calif., diamond jubilee in 
1950, and on another occasion 
called to 10,000 dancers in the 
Hollywood Palladium, has com¬ 
bined an Air Force career with 
square dancing for the past nine 
years. 

During this period he has writ¬ 
ten tw r Q books on square dancing, 
composed 50 calls, cut 64 records, 
and earned a reputation for being 
one of America’s best professional 
callers. 

In the U. $. he has made five na¬ 
tional tours and appeared in all 
but two states. He also toured 
Canada. 

Golden's appearances at British 
square dances in full caller's re¬ 
galia was an eye-opening spec¬ 
tacle, His wardrobe is a dazzling 
affair of about $3,000 worth of 
rhines toned and leather-fringed 
togs, including boots worth $100 
a pair, leather jackets at $150 


each, and ten-gallon hats ranging 
up to $50. 

Sgt Golden's missionary work 
on behalf of square dancing was 
not confined solely to England 
while he was overseas. He also 
made seven trips to the Continen¬ 
tal from England to Germany and 
France where he helped to accel¬ 
erate the snowballing popularity 
of square dancing in Europe, 

In Nuernberg, Germany, in 1955 
he emceed the Army's biggest 
Country and Western music con¬ 
test in a performance that re¬ 
quired him to change costumes 
twelve times in three hours. 

He also officiated at Air Force 
and Army-sponsored special serv¬ 
ice jamborees at Wiesbaden, Hei¬ 
delberg, Ramstein, Frankfurt, Kai¬ 
serslautern, and Bad Wildungen 
in Germany and even carried his 
square dancing evangelism to ur¬ 
bane Paris. There he called to 
high-ranking officers and top ci¬ 
vilians of the 18 nations repre¬ 
sented at SHAPE Headquarters, 

He also called at the Officers' 
Club at the Nancy Ordnance Depot 
in France, where the camp com¬ 
mander, a square dance enthusiast, 
was caller and teacher of the Nan¬ 
cy square dancing club. 

Military personnel from privates 
to generals in England and Europe 
swung their partners to Sgt. Gol¬ 
den’s genially twanged commands. 
One colonel profusely praised 
square dancing as ‘the best relax¬ 
ation there is from military 
strain” and five Air Force and 
Army generals and eight colonels 
wrote letters of praise for Gol¬ 
den’s contributions to military mo- 
rale-building and his efforts on be¬ 
half of Anglo-American and Gcr- 
man-American relations. 

In Germany, newsreels of Gol¬ 
den calling and demonstrating the 


U« S. style of square dancing were 
shown in 1500 theaters to an esti¬ 
mated 15,000,000 viewers* 

Now working on his third book 
on square dancing, Sgt. Golden 
estimates there are 25,000 callers 
and 30,000,000 square dancers in 
the IL S. 

Of the value of square dancing 
to fostering good foreign rela¬ 
tions for the IL S. Golden says: 

“It was worth any amount of 
effort to see throngs of British 
and Continental dancers joining 
together with Amercians at square 
dances and watch the ice break 
and warm friendships and even 
marriages start in an atmosphere 
of cowboy shirts and levis,” 

Sgt. Golden will be one of the 
featured callers and emcees at 
the 6th National Square Dance 
Convention at Kiel Auditorium, 
St. Louis, Mo. f on June 13, 14, and 
15, wffien an estimated 18,000 
square dancers from all over the 
world will gather. 

“The Kid from Arkansas” says 
he feels that square dancing is 
one of the greatest mass-participa¬ 
tion recreations, “How else,” he 
asks, “can so many people be got¬ 
ten to agree on the same thing at 
the same time?” 

Golden is 28 years old and was 
born in Hot Springs, Arkansas. 

He is being reassigned to March 
AFB, Riverside, Calit, from the 
3911th Air Base Group in Eng¬ 
land. He was formerly assigned to 
March AFR for five years prior to 
his assignment in England.

Report From Sixth Annual 
National Convention 

Reports from many well quali¬ 
fied persons attending the con¬ 
vention indicate that the majority 
of activities ran very smoothly 
and that the many clinics, panels 
and forums were well-attended and 
that those attending were well 
pleased with the results of these 
activities. 

Final figures show that total 
registration was 8,457, with a com¬ 
posite attendance of 18,452 for the 
3-day session. Unusual weather 
conditions were a factor in hold¬ 
ing down attendance on the final 
two days. The heaviest rainfall in 
St. Louis history for a 12-hour pe¬ 
riod began early Friday evening, 
the city getting 9 inches and one 
of the suburbs 13 inches. Many 
delegates were caught downtown 
and were delayed in getting back 
to the auditorium but they carried 
on by dancing in the hotels until 
a break in the downpour. Some got 
a little wet, but not their spirits 
and they were real sports about 
the whoel thing. 

All main highways into St. Louis 
from the east, south and west were 
under water Saturday and doubt¬ 
less many were unable to drive in 
to attend closing sessions. We are 
truly sorry that some had to miss 
it as wa had room for lots more 
dancers in the huge auditorium, 

Dick Flucke, National Commit¬ 
tee Chairman, has announced that 
the 1958 Convention site has not 
as yet been selected and that bids 
will be accepted until August 15, 
1957. The host city for 1059 will 
be Denver. Colorado. 

The official Convention Pro¬ 
gram contains a fine collection of 
dances, over 140 in all, including 
Squares, Rounds and a few Qua¬ 
drilles, Contras, and Folk Dances. 
While a limited supply lasts they 
may be obtained for 75c each post¬ 
age included.
